London, ov. 26.—Greek affairs hav- 


ing emerged from 
the uncertainties 
which for some time has been a potent 
menace to the allied campaign in the 
Balkans, Roumania's problem now 
commands chief attention in Europe. 
Although Roumania is beset with diffi- 
culties somewhat similar 
to those 
vhich caused Greece to hesitate, she 
i^( not Involved- in the same political 
rmoil and her situation is expected 
mature more rapidly. 


In Roumania. 
Whatever German efforts have been 
made in Roumania, it Is believed here 
that they have been largely offset by 
the presence of large Russian forces 
close to tho frontier, and the now rap- 
idly developing Russian preivarations 
with Odessa as a base, from which no 
other inferences is possible than her 
immediate entrance into the Balkan 
conflict. 
Russian Plans. 
Emperor Nicholas is said to have 
promised the appearance of Russian 
troops in Bulgaria within a week. 
There arc increasing indications that j 
this campaign will be launched by way i 
of Roumania and it is reported that 
conferences are now being held be 
Uveen representatives o£ Russia anc 
Roumania to obtain the latter's con 
sent to this move. 
Has Influence. 


This consent, as intimated clearly 
by Roumanian statesmen, has depend 
ed upon whether the allies gained a 
preponderance of forces in the Balkans 
Roirmania gives evidence of being im- 
pressed strongly by concentration oi 
250,000 Russian troops at Ismail and 
Reni, near her border. 


No News Definite. 
No important achievements have 


been recorded on either side since the 
German announcement of the fall of 
Christiana and Mitrovitsa. With only 
a small strip of territory left to de- 
fend, Serbia's leaders declare she is 
unbeaten and can still harrass the in- 
ivaders. General Boyadjieff, the Bul- 
garian commander, says on tho other 
hand that King Peter's troops will .be 
put out of action In a few days. 
Italian Moves.

DESTROYS A GERMAN 


CRUISER IN BALTIC 


Frauenlob, Sister Ship of Undine, Re- 


cently Sunk, Sent to Bottom,

London, Nov. 26.—The German pro- 
tected cruiser Frauenlob has been 
sunk by a submarine of the entente 
allies, according' to semi-official 
an 
nouncement at Petrograd.

same locality where the German pro- 
tected steamer Undine, a sister, shi 
of the Prauenlob, was lost. 


The 
Fraunlob 
was a 
protected 
cruiser of 2,672 tons and was built in 
1901. 
A dispatch published in the 
Politiken of Copenhagen on Novem 
ber 11 said a report had been received 
that the Fraunlob had been sunft off 
the scnth coast of Sweden. Her sister 
ship, the Undine, was sunk according 
to official announcement made In Ber- 
lin by two torpedoes from a subma- 
rine on the afternoon of November 7, 
while patroling the 
south Swedish 
coast. 
Nearly the entire crew was 
saved. 


The Frattenlob and Undine both car- 
ried crews consisting of 275 men each 
The vessels were 328 feet long, 40 3 
feet beam and had a depth of 15.8 feet 
They were armed with ten 4.1 inch 
guns and equipped with two elghteen- 
inch torpedo tubes. Both cruisers 
were capable of traveling at a speed 
of twenty-one knots.

Representative of Chinese Government 


Is at Pittsburgh to Purchase 


Railroad Supplies.

Pittsburgh, Nov. 26.—C. T. Hsia, an 
engineer of the Chinese ministry of 
communication, arrived in Pittsburgh 
last night and spent the day in con- 
sultation with manufacturers of steel 
rails and other railroad supplies and 
equipment. He explained that the 
Chinese government is contemplating 
the construction of 4,000 miles of rail- 
road, and he (has been commissioned 
o investigate American standards with 
a view to placing orders in this coun- 
;ry. Heretofore railroad construction 
in China has been under the Instruc- 
tion of European engineers who have 
inaugurated European methods. This 
has resulted in the adoption of Euro- 
pean equipment. The war makes such 
purchases now so difflcmlt that the Chi- 
nese government comes to the United 
States.

Owning newspapers, 
periodicals and magazines and con- 
trolling through business relations the 
editorial good will of many others, 
they will oe able to render powerful 
but disinterested aid in the great pro- 
paganda for preparedness which is 
now flooding this country at high tide 
as congress is about to meet." 


Favor* Government Manufacture. 
Senator LaFollette says that much 
of this agitation is because those in- 
tersted in war contracts of the allies 
iit present "will sorely need good, fat 
government contracts with 
Uncle 
Sam" after the war is over. He then 
declares that the government should 
manufacture these munitions. 
"The government arsenal at Phila- 
delphia is today making a %-inch 
common shrapnel at a cost of only 
$7.94, while at the same time it is 
paying private firms for 
identical 
shrapnel 
exactly 
$17.50,". declares 
Senator La Follette. "The govern- 
ment makes a 31-second combination 
fuse for $2.92. For this same fus« it 
pays the private maker just $7.00." 
The senator then prints a. long com- 
parative table which shows the price

must pay private • concerns.

the government can

where the mother applies for aid and 
it is established that any of the chil- 
dren are incorrigible or 
otherwise 
guilty of acts detrimental to the wel- 
fare of the public, the court can com- 
mit tho child to 
the reform school. 
On the other hand in the case of an 
unnormal child, the judge can send 
this to one of the various state schools 
for the peculiar ailment. 


The statute says that the aid grant- 
ed shall be sufficient to enable the 
person having charge of he child or 
ch Idren and shall not exceed fifteen 
dollars per month for the first child 
and ten dollars per month for each 
additional child. It. is further stipu- 
lated' that no sum in excess of forty 
dollars per month will be paid to any 
one family. 
The most important feature in con- 
nection with the facts of the above 
paragraph and one which seems to 
nave been lost sight of absolutely by 
the applicants is that this 
form of 
aid is the only form of public assist- 
ance which shall be granted to the 
family. 


Mothers heretofore receiving aid 
from the county will now be cut oft 
at onco with the declaration of the 
court that this new mothers' pension 
act is applicable to them. It appears 
that under certain, conditions if one 
or more of the above mentioned appli- 
cants received 
this new aid, their 
status will really he poorer than if 
they continued under the old plan of 
getting county aid .through Poormaa- 
ter Asa Anderson, it was said-. 
As the state's share of the aid 
money it was incorporated in the 
amendment not more than therdlrdlu 
than the sum of thirty thousand dol- 
lars annually. The contention locally 
is that this amount will go but a 


very short way if there are many ap- 
plicants for aid under toe act.

Apply in Municipal Court for Assist- 


ance.—Granting Will Cut Off 


Other County Aid. 


Two applications under the amend- 
ment created by the recent legisla- 
ture to the mothers' pension act and 
relative to the aid of dependent chil- 
dren were made this afternoon to 
uJdge Harry L. Maxfleld lnsnmnlciial 
court.

JAPAN WILL BE ON 


HAND FOR BOOTY 


Japan Expects to be Fully Represent- 


ed at the Peace Conference'to 


Have Her Say. 


IBY Aij^OCIATKD FKESS.] 


Tokio, Nov. 26.—That Japan expects 
to be fully represented at the peace 
conference following the international 
war to discuss questions relating to 
Europe as well as to the Orient was 
set forth -by Premier Count Okuma in 
speeches made this week to members 
of 
Parliament 
and 
members 
of 
political 
parties. 
The premier is 
anxious to avoid needless discussion 
of the government's foreign 
policy 
during the coming session of the Diet 
which many people believe promises 
to be turbulent. He has been frankly 
talking 
ovor 
national matters botl 
with political 
friends 
and politica: 
enemies, taking them, into his confl 
deuce as far as possible, and listen- 
ing to suggestions from all. 
"No man can dare prophecy how 
long the war will last," 
said Count 


Okuma, "but, according to reliable in 
formation at hand, it is within the 
'bounds of possibility that peace may 
be restored earlier than in generally 
••believed." He continued: 
"Japan has not only reduced Tsing- 


• tao, the colonial outpost of Germany 
in the Orient, but has maintained the 
1 safety of marine traffic in the Pacific 
and Indian Oceans as far as Canada 
.and New Zealand in the Pacific and 
Singapore in the Indian Ocean. 
All 


this is done at heavy sacrifice, while 
this country has done much towards 
the cause of the Entente side. How- 
ever, all these efforts have been ap- 
preciated by the powers, and Japan 
is entitled to full representation 
at 
the peace conference." 
The premier 
added his 
hope that Japan 
would 
participate not 
only in 
connection 
with oriental affairs but also in con- 
nection with the affairs of Europe. 
"In Europe," wer.t on the premier, 


• "Japan has helped Russia. Russia is 
trusting Japan and she feels safe in 


- sending her troops and war 
provis- 
ions from Siberia without fear that 
th« Russian Pi. r Eastern possessions 
will be attacked by any nation. This 
JE. indirect support 
given by Japan 


• which should be appreciated "by Rus- 


sia. 
We have rendered services as if 
we were Russia's ally. 
Therefore ft 
is Japan's right to have a voice in 


. the. European peace conference." 


The statesman remarked that there 
was only one obstacle in the way of 
Japanese participation and that was 
the race prejudice of some European 
' nations 
against 
the Japanese. He 
, -urged greater efforts and enlightened 
investigation with the 
object of re- 


. moving these prejudices. 
Referring to the situation in China, 


Count Okuma said: "The monarchist 
movement 
now under way in that 
country has a great bearing not onlv 
on Japan but upon other countries as 
well. 
England's Interests in China 
mostly commercial, will be 
affected.' 
Not less will, be the probable 
effect 


upon the interests of the 
United 
States m China.
